Of all the perils of the fishing banks 


that of collision with a liner is the one 
most feared. "Collision" Is hardly the 
word, since the shock so frequently fa- 
tj to the schooner, invariably mortal 
to the dory or smaller boat, is hardly 
felt by the leviathan of the seas. The 
preface to the disaster comes with the 
settling down of the fog which hides 
all things, even the sea, from the look- 
out on the steamer's bow and from 
the man in the dory. Then come the 
high, sharp steel prow of the liner 
looming out of tho murk, the rending 
and crashing of- Umbers and the Im- 
mersion in the icy water, followed In 
too many cases by crushing against 
the side of the big vessel. Such coses 
generally mean death without hope of 
rescue. 


Other accidents of the sea, such as 


falls on the schooners, severe injuries 
due to cutting with the fish knives 
which play so large a part in the busi- 
ness, amputations of toes or fingers or 
greater members made necessary by 
reezing, shocks due to Ions Immersion, 
tc., fall within the province of the 
lospltal ship. Tho captains of the flsh- 
ng schooners are amateur physicians 
nd surgeons in many cases and carry 


with them remedies for the simple ills 
which might befall their men.

The first business of the house of 


governors at the Doming; meeting will 
be that of organization. The commit- 
tee of arrangements consists of Gov- 
ernor Wlllsbn of Kentucky, the host of 
his fellow executives; Governor Ansel 
of South Carolina and Governor Had- 
ley of Missouri. Among the governor* 
who will deliver addresses before the 
conference are Burke of North Da- 
kota and Norrts of Montana. A budget 
will be adopted, and the governors will 
consult on the matter of, asking the 
states to appropriate the money need- 
id to carry on the permanent orsaniza- 
lon of the house. • It will be assessed 
n proportion to the states' population.

Provi- 
sion -will be made for a permanent of- 
fice, probably In New York. The first 
meeting of the house of governors was 
held in Washington In January, 1910, 
but probably never again will there be 
a meeting In the national capital. It Is 
proposed to hold the meetings In the 
state capitals, in each of them In turn.

much in the city of New York where it has been found that meat sprayed 
with, sulphurous acid to conceal its putridity has been sold in large quan- 
tities to poor people, and that candy treated in the same manner is disposed 
of to children. It has also been found that rotten eggs hnd beon used for 
cake and pastry in fifty bakeries, so that 
undoubtedly 
hundreds of 


fhousands have been imposed upon by the sale of food, treated by this 
poisonous preservative. 
« 


When such dangerous adulterants are used it is no wonder that Dr. 


Wiley and oihcrs are so enthusiastic about'the enforcement of the pure 
food laws.

POWER OF THE BEEF TRUST 


In regard to the price of meat, and the prospect of the price being lower, 


it is unfortunately a fact that there are many obstacles in the way. In the 
first place the American Beef Trust is hard to vanquish. It controls not 
only the meat produced in this country, but it has gone into the Argentine 
Republic, and acquired large tracts of land for the raising of cattle; it has 
established large plants for the handling of the meat supply in that country. 


It is, therefore, plain that a'' branch of the American Boef Trust has 


been formed outside of the United States, where it cannot be reached by 
this government. With the tariff on beef reduced the people of this country 
•would look to the Argentine republic and to Canada for importations that 
would cause the price to bo reduced in the United States. But if the beef 
trust extends its operations into both of these countries, then the mnin 
source of relief would be cut off. 


The proper course, therefore, for the people of this country to adopt 


is to see that the beef trust be stamped out. of existence in this country. 
There is no other way of putting an end to its extortions. 


FOR UNIFORM AUTO LAWS 


There is an agitation on foot for uniform automobile laws in the differ- 


ent states so that autoists who have complied with the regulations of their 


home state csyi tour the other states and territories without being subjected 
to additional legal requirements. 


The Touring Club of America is lending this movement, and if it should 


succeed, the people'who tour the country in automobiles would certainly be 
relieved of a grent many inconveniences. 
It will be remembered that Presi- 


dent Taft when he entered this stale in an automobile was held up on ac- 
oouut of his license, and would hnve been greatly inconvenienced but for 
the tact of Governor Draper in settling the mutter promptly ir. his own way. 


The Tourist club has suggested nqrlnin rules that we surmise will bo 


very difficult of adoption throughout the country, because some 
of them 


seem to be rather drastic in regard to the people who win legally operate 
automobiles. 


Among the requirements suggested are provisions requiring every oper- 


ator of an automobile to hnve a slate license obtained upon passing a satis- 
factory' examination, and that no person under 18 years of age shall operate 
an automobile until lie has obtained a special permit to do so, and such 
permit Khali be granted only after a variety of tests us to character and 
ability shall have been satisfactorily met. 
It is, however, providqd that 


miy person who has complied with the mito laws in his own slate shall bo 
allowed to operate a motor vehicle in another state without interference fov 
ji period not to exceed 15 days at any one time. 


The experience in trying to secure uniform laws on the question oC 


divorce and some other matters would naturally discourage those who ex- 
pect to have flic stales ndopt uniform automobile laws. 
It requires a great 


deal of ftgilntion, influence and long continued wirepulling to'secure uniform 
Iinvs upon anything among (lie states' of this republic. 
While the sugges- 


tion of uniform laws made by the American Touring Club may bo very good, 
we do not expect: Unit tho club will bo ablo <o move the state legislatures to 
lake Hiic'li action,

nuestion as to its duty In the premises, 
and It seems to be setting about it In a| 
way that promises success. It is -a 
situation which permits no hesitation 
regarding the use of force to crush dis- 
order 
mercilessly. There 
has 
been 


much loss of life already, and as many 
more lives as may be necessary must 
be sacrificed. The Mexicans are 
a

MEETING OF THE HOUSE OF GOVERNORS: 


ITS SIGNIFICANCE ANP IMPORTANCE 


"A new idea In American politics, 


•Iming to promote uniform legislation 
on vital questions, to conserve state 
.rights, to lessen centralization, to se- 
cure a fuller, freer .voice of the people 
•nd to make a stronaer nation."

I 


N the words quoted above Is Bound- 


ed the call to the American peo- 
ple to give heed to the coming 
meeting: of the governors and the 


governors elect of the 'states at Frank- 
fort, Ky., Kov. 29, and In Louisville, 
Nov. 30 to Dec. 3. Not only should the 
thinking: American follow tho reports 
of the deliberations of the meetings as 
brought to him by the press, but he 
should endeavor to grasp the signifi- 
cance of the conference and of the sub- 
sequent annual gatherings und to flx 
In his mind their new place In the 
scheme of American government. 


A body without power save that of 


recommendation to the legislatures, yet 
the only practicable method of co-op- 
eration by the states'of the'Union in' 
those matters which require concerted 
action—such is\the nous* of governors. 
Its primary purposes are. first, the in- 
stitution of personal association and 
contact of the governors; second, en- 
abling them individually and 
their 


states to profit by one another's experi- 
ences in directing state affairs; third, 
advancement of the cause of uniform 
legislation, where suoh legislation is 
deemed desirable, by united state ac- 
tion where United States action has 


. failed and must fail because of con- 


stitutional limitation of power. 


There is also the combating: ot the 


idea of centralization, but It should be 
understood clearly that there IB no 
suggestion of .antagonism, toward the 
federal government. 
The spheres of 


national and state action are separat- 
ed by. the constitution and must re- 
main separated If the provisions of the 
constitution are to be observed. The 
father of the house of governors plan, 
William George Jordan, who is the 
permanent 
secretary of the house, 


states this last named purpooe of the 
conferences thus: "The states are called 
upon through .the house of governors to 
give heed to the lapse of stnto rights 
and powers consciously or unconscious- 
ly abrogated." 
^ 


Remedy Sought For Evils. 


Hights and powers, duties and re- 


sponsibilities, belonging legally 
and 


morally to the states have been per- 
mitted to lapse through the neglect of 
the states themselves. 
It is to alter 


this state of affairs and to 'effect a 
cure of some.of the evils from which 
we are suffering—evils which can be 
remedied.only through tho action of the 
stato governments working: In harmony 
—that the house of governors will be 
called upon to lend Its collective wis- 
dom. 


The federal constitution was ratified 


ay the thirteen original states and has 
been 
Indorsed 
by 
the 
thirty-three 


whioh have since entered the Union. 
[Arizona and New Mexico are not yet 
full fledged states.) Each state is an 
ndependent commonwealth, with sov- 
ereign powers within its own bounda- 
ries. 
The powers conferred by the' 


gjfe^sJsailatest k±..u ^ 


states on the federal 
government, 


which stands, therefore, toward the 
state government in the relation of 
creature to creators, are those only 
which ar« explicitly and expressly con- 
ferred on it and are not reserved to the 
states themselves. They are seventeen 
in number, carefully enumerated and 
denned. Any action by the federal gov- 
ernment outside of these 
restricted 


powers Is extra legal and Illegal and 
will not bear test before the United 
States supreme court, the Interpreter 
and guardian of the constitution. 


Power of the Governors, 


As stated above, the power of the 


governors Is that of recommendation 
solely, but that recommendation would 
have vastly more power if Indorsed by 
the united action of the state execu- 
tives. It is contended that only through 
co-operation by the states, functioning 
.through the state legislatures and actu- 
ated by the recommendations of the 
governors, can concerted state action 
as deemed necessary by the wisdom of 
the governom be made effective. 
The 


need of agreement and uniform laws 
on certain important matters, such as 
divorce, extradition of fugitives from 
justice, life Insurance and automobile 
regulations, is conceded. 


Cannot the federal government at- 


tend to those matters and apply Hie 
proper remedies by means of federal 
legislation? The reply is simply that 
the central power may not legislate on 
such matters without exceeding Its 
rights as defined by the constitution. 
Constitutional amendment may be sug- 
gested, but tho process of changing the 
fundamental law of the nation cannot 
be undertaken tt meet such cases and 
need not be undertaken when so sim- 
ple a plan as concerted state action to 
be procured through the action of the 
house of governors is available. 


Granted, therefore, that concerted 


stato action Is desirable, how Bhall it 
be obtained? There is no provision In 
the constitution for periodical meet- 
Ings of representatives of the states. 
It may be urged that the senators rep- 
resent the states. They d.0 so only In 
relation to the federal legislation nn 
acted In pursuance of the objects ex- 
pressly enumerated in the national 
pact Taken collectively, the senators 
ara only a second chamber for the con- 
sideration of proposed laws. With the 
house of governors In active, continu- 
ous operation we shall have a perfect 
Bicameral or two chamber system, con- 
gress filling: the need of national legis- 


latlon and the house of governors rep- 
resenting the relations of the states to 
one another. 


Simplicity of the Idea. 


Given annual meetings of the gov 


ernora, what better engine of Inter- 
communication 
and 
Interchange of 


Ideas can be devised? These broad 
minded men will meet and will discuss 
In harmony the needs of their states. 
They will talk over what has been done 
and la being done to solve tho prob- 
lems common to all of the states, and 
they will reach bases of agreement. 


It should be understood that uniform 


ity of laws Is not the only purpose of 
these governors' meetings, but that uni- 
formity of desire to enact tho best laws 
for. each Individual state is a desired 
end. Uniformity of laws Is neither de- 
sirable nor desired In some instances, 
't Is as a clearing house of Ideas on 
state government and as a medium of 
friendly association of the state execu- 
;lves i.hat the house of governors finds 
its highest expression. 


Foremost In the minds of the gov- 


ernors at the coming meeting will be 
no doubt the question of the conserva- 
:Ion of natural resources, now much 
discussed, and It probably will be one 
of the subjects of forma! debate. It 18 


asserted by the advocates of state con- 
servation that the subject of conserva- 
tion must b« considered from two view 
points, one presenting the duty and 
right of the federal government to con- 
serve the resources of KB own proper- 
ty, the other showing a similar duty 
and right of the states In regard to 
their natural wealth and that of their 
oltlions. 
The vital Interest of the 


states in this question ti well evidenced 
by the fact that four-fifths of the 
standing timber of the country !a own 
ed by private persona or corporations 
subject to the Jurisdiction of the state" 
With this four-nfthi the federal gov 
ernmont can have no direct relation' 
ship. 
The lame condition exlsta'be- 


tween the states and the owner* 61 the 
water rights, the mineral*, eta 


The problem of the conservation of 


the greatest part of the country's re- 
sources Is solvable by the states and by 
the ntatea only, Bay the men who see 
In the hou»e of governors a meana of 
salvation for the Idea of a federal un- 
on, challenged, they assert, by the 
tendency of a centralized federal gov- 
ernment to enter upon the considera- 
tion of matters with which It has no 
proper concern. 


The first business of the hoax of 


governors at the coming- meeting will 
be that of organization. The commit- 
tee of arrangements consists of Gov- 
ernor Wlllson of Kentucky, the host of 
his fellow executives; Governor Ansel 
of South Carolina and Governor Had- 
ley of Missouri. Among the governors 
who will deliver addresses before the 
conference are Burke of North Da- 
kota and Norrls of Montana. A budget 
will bo adopted, and the governors will 
consult on the matter of asking the 
states to appropriate the money need- 
ed to carry on the permanent organiza- 
tion of the house. It will be assessed 
in proportion to the states' population.gj 
The expenses will be small In compari- 
son to the good to be gained. Provi- 
sion will be made for a permanent of-', 
flco, probably In New York. The first 
meeting of the house of governors was 
" - 


held In Washington In January, 1910, 
but probably never again will there be 


meeting in the national capital. It Is 


proposed to hold the meetings In the 
state capitals, in each ot them In turn. 


William George Jordan is the man 


who conceived this new Idea in the 
American governmental system. 
He 


made It public In a pamphlet Issued in 
1807, and It met with Instant favor. Its 
simplicity and utility appealed to the 
publicists, and they gave to it their 
enthusiastic Indorsement 
Many of 


ihem have recorded their opinions that 
t supplied an essential, heretofore 
missing- port In the mechanism* of our 
government inadvertently omitted by 
he fathers. The man to whom credit 
must 'be awarded for remedying the de- 
eat la a native and a resident of New 
"ork city and on edltor'and author of 
ilgh standing. He has been connected

1 GOOD SAMARITAN of the seas Is 


what Massachusetts has plan- 
ned to send out for the succor 
of Its sons who meet with 


disaster on the waters of the great 
deep. A floating hospital well equip- 
ped to meet tho emergencies of med- 
ical and surgical work among the fish- 
ermen has been recommended by Dr. 


town and other coast towns, but the 
majority of them call Gloucester their 
home. 


For four centuries, without a break, 


tho men of the Atlantic coasts of Bu- 
rope and America have taken fish from 
the waters off the coast of Newfound- 
land and adjacent territories. No oth- 
er Industry in America can boast of so 


long an ancestry. During all these cen- 
turies men have reaped the harvest ol 
the seas, paying for It in many cases 
with their llvea and limbs. Not a year 
In all those 400 has passed without add- 
ing its quota to the ever lengthening 
list of the dead and maimed. 
The 


perils of the sea are many In winter, 
when much of the fishing Is done. 


L. L. Williams, surgeon In charge of 
the marine hospital in -Chelsea. It Is 
estimated that the expenditure of $20,- 
000 for a schooner and supplies and an 
annual appropriation of 110,000 or 512,- 
000 will cover the cost of sending relief 
to these men, who add much to the 
wealth of the Bay Stato and ore 
worthy of this provision for their 
health and safety. 


The Idea Is to have the work of tho 


hospital ship confined strictly to emer- 
gencies. 
Besides the crew needed to 


navigate the vessel, her complement is 
to Include a physician, necessarily skill- 
ed In surgical work, and two nurses. 
The range proposed for her covers 
many leagues.of water, from tho near- 
est edge of the Georges bank, about 
HO miles from Boston, to the eastern 
edore of'these-banks, about SOO miles 
away.

Of all the perils of the fishing banks 


that of collision with a liner is the one 
most feared. "Collision" is hardly the 
word, since the shock so frequently fa- 
tal to the schooner. Invariably mortal 
to the dory or smaller boat. Is hardly 
felt by the-leviathan of the seas. The 
preface to the disaster comes with tho 
settling down of the tog which hides 
all things, even the sea, from the look- 
out on the steamer's bow and from 
the man In the- dory. Then come the 
high, sharp steel prow of the liner 
looming out of the murk, the rending 
and crashing of timbers and the im- 
mersion in the Icy water, followed In 
too many cases by crushing against 
the side of the big vessel. Such cases 
generally mean death- without hope of 
rescue. 


Other accidents of the sea, such as 


falls on the schooners, severe injuries 
duo to cutting with the fish knives 
which play so large a part in the busi- 
ness, amputations of toes or fingers or 
greater members mode necessary by 
freezing, shocks due to Ions Immersion, 
etc., fall within the province of tho 
hospital ship. The captains of the fish- 
ing schooners are amateur physicians 
and surgeons In many cases and carry 
with them remedies for the simple ills 
which might befall their men. But 
thty are helpless In severe cases, and 
the hospital ship Is to supply thla need.

"Tho girl who mar- 
ries a fisherman In her early twenties 
takes more than even chances of being 
a widow in her thirties. Memorial day 
In Gloucester la unique In its celebra- 
tion of the terrible tax levied upon hu- 
man life by a human Industry.

He struggles with tho whiwl In weath- 
er that exhausts him In a fifteen min- 
ute shift and In the bitterest cold beats 
ce from rigging nnd decks, knowing 
;hat neglect means morn flowers In tho 
mrbor on Memorial day. He rides out 
winter gales at tho end of half a mllo 
of cable, which It often takes a 'nil 
day to hnlnt nbnnrj."

We are calle 
upon to reply to one or the other o 
theso queries, especially at this seasol 
of the year, when mendicancy Is on th 
Increase in the big centers of popula 
tlon. 


A glance at the calendar supplies th 


reason. Thanksgiving heralds the ap 
proach, or perhaps emphasizes the ar 
rival, of the winter, and It also ushers 
in the ante-holiday season, when th 
thoughts of all turn to Christmas shop 
ping and the streets begin to be flllec 
with buyers. In the presence of throng 
In tho city streets lies the earnest o 
success for tho beggar's efforts. 


The first breath of approaching win 


ter In the fields and roads of the rura 
sections turns the thoughts of the 
homeless wanderer to the city. 
It la 


cold work tramping, and .the though 
of the heatod, If squalid, cheap oit> 
lodging house Is grateful to the recol- 
lection. 
And, too, the city folk aro 


"easy." They will part with their hard 
earned money without hesitation at the 
sight of distress, real or simulated. 


Herein lies the very crux of the 


mandicancy problem, which is almost 
as old as the world Itself and still ever 
new In its recurring phases. Shall we 
—"we" .-.re the persons of moderate cir- 
cumstances, to whom a dollar or Its 
fraction represents real work and ef- 
fort-yield to our pralsewoithy charita- 
ble Instincts and give without hesitation 
to the beggar who Is obviously Incapac- 
itated by disease or deformity from 
earning his livelihood, or slmll we pry 
nnd question and Investigate and probo 
while the sufferer hungers and thirsts? 
Human charity sends the hand unhesi- 
tatingly to the pocket or tho purso. Hu- 
man wisdom bids us hesitate lest In 
giving "charity" we work directly a 
real Injustice to tho recipient and an 
Indirect Injury to the public. 


The latter viewpoint Is that of or- 


ganized charity, the conclusion of wise, 
thoughtful men and women who look 
from the granting of immediate r«Hef 
to tho permanent uplifting of tho mem- 


afflicted. Very seldom. Indeed, do«i tb» 
mendicant retire on his "earnings." 
Once a beggar, always & beggar, seema 
to be the rule. 


To aid in remedying this condition, 


through which the charitable Instincts 
o the public are made the Instrument 
of perpetuating an undesirable state of

AGAIN THE POISONOUS PRESERVATIVES 


The pure food campaign does not seem lo hnvo accomplished very 


much in the city of New York where it has been found that meat sprayed 
with sulphurous acid to conceal its putridity has been sold in large quan- 
tities to poor people, and that candy treated in the same manner is disposed 
of'to children. It has also been found that rotten eggs bad been used for 
cnke and pastry in fifty bakeries, so that 
undoubtedly 
hundreds 
of 


fhousands have beeu imposed upon by the sale of food, treated by (his 
poisonous preservative. 


When such dangerous adulterants nro used it is no wonder that Dr. 


Wiley and others are so enthusiastic about the enforcement of the pure 
food laws. 


POWER OF THE BEEF TRUST 


In regard to the price of meat and the prospect of the price being lower, 


it is unfortunately a fact that there are many obstacles in tbe way. In the 
first place the American Beef Trust is hard to vanquish. It controls not 
only the meat produced in this country, but it has gone into the Argentine 
Republic, and acquired large tracts of land for the raising of cattle; it has 
established large plants for the handling of the meat supply in that country. 


It is, therefore, plain that a branch of the American Beef Trust has 


been formed outside of the United States, where it cannot be reached by 
this government. With the tariff on beef reduced the people of this country 
would look to the Argentine republic and to Canada for importations that 
would cause 'the price to be reduced in the United States. But if the beof 
trust extends its operations into both of these countries, then the main 
source of relief would be cut off. 


The proper course, therefore, for the people of this country to adopt 


is to see that the beef trust be stamped out of existence in this country. 
There is no other way of putting an end to its extortions. 


FOR UNIFORM AUTO LAWS 


There is an agitation on foot for uniform automobile laws "in the differ- 


ent states so (hat autoists who have complied with the regulations of their 


home state can tour the other states and territories without being subjected 
to additional legal requirements. 


The Touring Club of America, is leading this movement, and if it should 


succeed, the people who tour tbo country in automobiles would certainly be 
relieved of a great many inconveniences. 
It will be remembered that Presi- 


dent Taft when he entered this stale in nn automobile was held up on ac- 
count of his license, and would have beeu greatly inconvenienced but for 
the tact of Governor Draper in settling tiny matter promptly in his own way. 


The Tourist chili lias suggested certain rules that we surmise will ho 


very difficult of adoption throughout the country, because some of them 
seem to be rather drastic in regard to (he people who can legally operate 
automobiles. 


Among tbe requirements suggested are provisions requiring every oper- 


ator of nn automobile to have a state license obtained upon passing n satis- 
factory examination, and that no person under 18 years of age shall operate 
an automobile /until he bns obtained a .special permit to do so, and such 
permit slmll 'be granted only after a variety of tests as to character mid 
ability shall have been satisfactorily met. 
It is, however, provided that 


miy person who has complied with the mrto laws in his own state shall bo 
allowed to operate n motor vehicle in another slate without interference for 
u period not to exceed 35 days at any one time. 


The experience in trying to secure uniform laws on the question of 


divorce and some other matters would naturally discourage those who ex- 
pect to have the .stales adopt uniform automobile laws. 
It requires a grcnt 


deal of ngitation, influence nnd long continued wirepulling to secure uniform 
laws upon anything among tho sfnles of thin republic. 
Whilo the Huggna- 


tion of uniform laws mnde by the American Touring Club may bo very good, 
wo do not expect Hint (ho club will be ablo to movo the stnlo legislatures to 
l/iko Mieli ndioii.

more lives as may be necessary must 
be sacrificed. The Mexicans are a 
fighting people, with their 
naturally 


revolutionary spirit only thinly crusted 
over by their recent kdvances In civili- 
zation, and they cannot safely be trifled 
with or temporized with. Leniency is 
absolutely out of the question In tho 
case of any Mexican lawbreaker or 
disturber of the peace. 


For the United States, too, the course 


of duty Is perfectly clear. The duty 
which our country owes to Itself as 
well as to its neighbor Is neither to 
fostor nor to tolerate any hostile move- 
ment within our borders that is direct- 
ed against the established Mexican au- 
thority. Of the worthiness or justice 
of tbnt authority It Is not for us now 
to raise any question. We must not 
allow Texas to bo made a base of oper- 
ations for the Mexican

brawlers. Self-interest as well as In- 
ternational obligation requires that the 
government at Washington now give 
the government at the'clty of Mexico 
all possible encouragement and support 
In the Immediate business of eliminat- 
ing lawlessness and preserving stabil- 
ity.

Paulo and the scout Bahla iu revolt 
Last evening, the Sao Paulo and the 
Bahia withdrew, from the harbor, sup- 
posedly because they feared a 
night 


attack from the loyal torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. The Minas Geraes, however, 
remained 
opposite the"' government 


palace and was joined by the cruiser 
Eeodora. 


For several hours everything was 


quiet. Then watchers on shore noted 
activity on board the Ijeidora.
